"G"  or  better  in  that  subject.  The  purpose  of  the  club  is  for  the  advancement 
in  the  knowledge  of  the  science,  and  of  course,  for  a  good  time.  Meetings 
are  held  once  a  month,  and  the  entertainment  is  furnished  either  by  members 
of  the  club,  or  outside  speakers.

A  member  may  win  a  club  pin  by  earning  two 
hundred  points  through  work  in  the  club.  These  points  are  made  by  being  an 
officer  of  the  club,  assisting  in  assemblies,  plays,  entertainments  at  the  meetings, 
and  making  posters. 

The  club  is  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Academy  of  Science  and  with  the 
Botany  Club  has  entered  exhibits  at  the  annual  meeting  during  the  past  two 
years.  _  .

FACE  LIFE  SQUARELY!  This  last  year  the  Girl  Reserves  have  been  trying 
to  face  present  conditions  squarely.  They  have  tried  to  face  not  only  difficulties 
of  their  own  club  but  those  of  the  school  and  community  as  a  whole.  The 
problem  of  adjusting  their  club  to  accommodate  the  girls  of  three  shifts  re- 
sulted in  an  organization  consisting  of  three  Girl  Reserve  clubs,  meeting  second, 
ninth,  and  tenth  periods.  The  triangle  system  now  used  in  the  Morgan  Park 
clubs  is  the  result  of  careful  planning  for  a  more  democratic  club;  with  this 
system  in  force,  every  member  must  belong  to  a  triangle  or  a  committee  and 
share  in  the  program  work  of  the  year.

The  Junior  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  is  a  part  of  the  Regular  Army 
Organized  Reserves  provided  for  by  the  National  Defense  Act,  the  primary 
object  of  which  is  to  provide  systematic  military  training  for  the  purpose  of 
qualifying  selected  students  for  appointments  as  Reserve  Officers  in  the  military 
forces  of  the  United  States. 

A  student  may  elect  to  take  military  training  instead  of  physical  education 
in  the  high  school,  and  receives  the  same  minor  credits  as  given  for  physical 
education,  with  the  additional  advantage  of  earning  a  major  credit  in  Military 
Science  and  Tactics,  an  elective  in  science. 

Upon  graduation  from  the  high  school  and  entry  into  a  college  or  university 
wherein  a  Senior  Unit  is  maintained  this  Cadet  may  enroll  in  the  advanced 
course  and  receive  pay  from  the  government  for  a  period  of  two  years,  while 
so  serving.  Some  universities  offer  free  tuition  to  Cadet  Officers  in  these  senior 
units.   Our  boys  have  maintained  a  high  rating  of  proficiency  in  the  senior  units. 

A  Battalion  organization  is  maintained  consisting  of  Headquarters,  Com- 
panies "A"  and  "B,"  and  Band,  the  whole  approximating  two  hundred  Cadets. 

The  Principal  of  the  school  looks  upon  the  organization  as  the  service  organ- 
ization of  the  school.  It  renders  such  services  as:  a  permanent  Usher  Force, 
(which  functions  on  all  occasions  when  the  auditorium  is  used),  a  Fire  Guard, 
Traffic  Squad,  and  Hall  Guards. 

Cadets  are  eligible  for  promotion  to  Cadet  Corporals  in  their  third  semester, 
for  Cadet  Sergeants  in  their  fourth  semester.  Cadet  Lieutenants  in  their  fifth 
semester.  Cadet  Captains  in  their  sixth  semester,  and  for  Cadt  Major  in  the 
sixth  semester  providing  it  be  their  last  semester  prior  to  graduation. 

Extra  classes  are  maintained  for  Cadet  Officers  and  Cadet  non-commissioned 
officers  wherein  they  receive  extra  instruction  fitting  them  for  further  pro- 
motions. 

The  R.O.T.C.  conducts  a  school  assembly  on  each  Armistice  Day  and 
Memorial  Day. 

In  addition  a  Vaudeville  show  and  a  Style  show  are  produced  each  year 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  to  provide  various  awards,  as  Medals  for 
Rifle  Team,  Neatest  Cadets,  etc. 

The  Beverly  Hills  Post  No.  467,  the  American  Legion  and  the  Lawrence 
M.  Ennis  Camp  No.  79,  the  Spanish-American  War  Veterans  each  make  an 
annual  award  to  the  outstanding  Cadet  officer  and  the  De  Walt  Mechlin 
Chapter,  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  make  an  annual  award 
to  the  outstanding  Cadet  non-commissioned  officer.

Morgan  Park's  grid  warriors  started  oflf  their  1932  Pre-Season  schedule  with 
an  easy  victory  over  Kankakee  in  a  night  game.  The  score  was  6-0  but  this 
does  not  give  the  Empehites  the  credit  deserved,  as  they  outplayed  Kankakee 
from  start  to  finish.  Capt.  Dick  Bowlin  lit  the  fuse  to  his  sky-rocket  of  glory 
by  scoring  the  winning  touchdow^n  on  a  beautiful  lateral  pass,  thrown  by 
"Pee-Wee"  Kleinmann.

The  Guderyahn  brothers, 
Earl  and  Frank,  and  Oscar  Olsen  formed  the  center  of  this  mighty  line. 

Earl  Guderyahn  was  placed  on  every  All-City  team.  He  is  a  hard  charger, 
good  tackier,  excellent  blocker,  and  one  of  the  finest  guards  Empehi  has  ever 
produced. 

Frank  Guderyahn,  "Hank,"  excels  at  center,  both  on  offensive  and  defence 
and  his  passes  are  invariably  accurate.  Much  is  expected  from  our  stalwart 
captain-elect. 

Oscar  Olsen,  "The  Terrible  Swede,"  personifies  speed,  aggressiveness,  and 
power  that  can't  be  matched  easily.    Keep  it  up  "Ole." 

Tom  Tompkins  is  without  a  doubt  the  best  quarterback  Empehi  has  ever 
had.    He  will  take  over  the  punting  duties  next  fall. 

"Pee-Wee"  Kleinmann  is  a  fine  ball  lugger,  blocker,  and  has  no  superior  at 
backing  up  a  line.    We'll  miss  him  greatly  next  fall.

THE  FENGER  GAME 

On  October  21  Empehi  crushed  Fenger  in  a  breath-taking  game,  2  5-13. 
With  Capt.  Dick  BovvHn  slipping  around  the  ends  and  galloping  through  a 
broken  field  for  three  touchdowns,  Morgan  Park  set  the  pace  throughout. 
Antonides'  band  out-maneuvered,  almost  at  will,  a  line  that  in  two  other  league 
games  had  held  the  opposition  scoreless. 

At  the  half  a  baffled  Fenger  team  left  the  field  losing  12-0.  Fenger  started 
the  second  half  by  completing  two  long  passes  to  score.  Morgan  Park  retaliated, 
however,  and  before  long  Bowlin  scored  on  a  fifteen-yard  run.

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SCHURZ  GAME 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school,  Morgan  Park  was  in  the  finals 
for  the  city  football  championship.  Schurz  was  trampled  under  in  the  semi- 
finals, 17-0.  Although  outweighed  ten  to  fifteen  pounds  per  man,  our  boys 
completely  outclassed  Schurz.  Pendleton  had  his  day.  In  the  first  quarter,  he 
twisted  and  ran  through  the  highly  touted  Schurz  eleven,  seemingly,  at  will, 
scoring  the  first  touchdown  on  a  thirty-yard  dash.  Pentleton  wasn't  the  only 
star,  however.  It  was  "Hank"  Guderyahn  who  drew  the  first  blood  when  he 
blocked  a  Schurz  punt  so  hard  it  went  over  the  end  zone.  Later  in  the  game 
"Hank"  blocked  another  punt.  Capt.  Bowlin  scored  on  a  lateral  pass  in  the 
fourth  quarter  and  the  extra  point  was  good. 

Pendleton  made  most  of  the  tackles  and  most  of  the  gains  in  this  contest. 
He  proved  throughout  the  season  that  he  was  the  greatest  fullback  in  Chicago. 
Besides  earning  a  place  on  the  All-City  he  was  one  of  two  Morgan  Parkers  to 
make  a  place  on  the  all-state.  It  has  been  said  many  times  that  the  "Bowlin- 
Pendleton"  scoring  combination,  was  one  of  the  greatest  ever  seen  in  high  school 
football. 

THE  ENGLEWOOD  GAME 

Empehi  has  done  it  at  last!  On  November  19,  1932  Morgan  Park's  grid  men 
slipped  into  a  city  championship  over  the  strong  Englewood  eleven,  2-0.  Since 
the  field  was  more  like  an  ice  skating  rink  than  a  gridiron,  our  speedy  aggrega- 
tion was  hampered  from  opening  up  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  However  it 
was  clearly  obvious  throughout  the  game  that  Morgan  Park  deserved  its  title. 
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Our  line  outfought  and  outclassed  the  scrappy  Englewood  line,  through  which 
only  one  touchdown  had  been  made  all  season.  Morgan  Park's  only  score  was 
a  safety  in  the  second  quarter,  the  result  of  the  Englewood  center  delivering  the 
ball  over  his  halfback's  head.  In  the  second  half  the  two  teams  entered  the  field 
wearing  gym  shoes,  much  to  the  amazement  of  the  crowd.  Due  to  the  rubber 
soles  the  second  half  was  much  faster  and  many  threats  were  made  to  score. 
Once  Carroll  blocked  a  punt  and  Karge  recovered  on  the  nine  yard  line  but  the 
scoring  punch  was  missing.  It  was  in  this  game  that  George  Carroll  proved  to 
all  of  us  that  he  was  the  best  end  in  the  city  and  deserved  his  place  as  the  only 
Empehite  on  the  All-Chicago  Area  team.  Carroll  was  never  knocked  off  hi' 
feet  and  the  opposition  never  passed  his  end.  He  was  the  man  who  blocked  out 
the  ever  dangerous  opposing  tackle  on  the  end  plays  that  made  Capt.  Bowlin 
famous.  Clyde  Pendleton  was  another  player  who  excelled  in  the  Englewood 
game  having  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  back  able  to  gain  ground  on  the 
icy  turf.    Carroll  and  Pendleton  were  both  placed  on  one  of  the  All-State  teams.

Empehi  was  blessed  with  the  finest  of  reserve  material.  This  was  one  of  the 
principal  reasons  why  Morgan  Park  earned  the  city  football  championship.

Glenn  Pierce  was  probably  the  best  all-around  man  on  Morgan  Park's  pigskin- 
ners.  Since  a  center  is  the  heart  of  the  team  the  position  should  be  filled  by  two 
men  of  nearly  equal  capability.  Although  cfticient  in  any  team  position  Pierce 
gave  up  his  desire  to  become  a  back  and  was  one  of  our  fighting  centers.  Joe 
Couch  and  "Jud"  O'Meara  deserve  a  great  deal  of  commendation  for  their  con- 
tinual "plugging"  throughout  the  season.  They  have  that  fine  asset  of  "never 
giving  up".  Dean  Corlette  was  the  fastest  and  one  of  the  hardest  players  on  the 
field  and  because  of  inexperience  didn't  make  much  of  a  name  for  himself.  You 
will  probably  hear  of  Dean  in  college.  Carlyle  Woelfer  deserves  a  great  deal  of 
praise  for  sticking  it  out  for  four  years.  Weight  has  always  been  against 
"Chark". 

Simmons,  Hain,  Banger,  Owles,  and  Winslow  should  all  be  playing  on  the 
first  squad  next  year.  Ralph  Winslow  is  expected  to  fill  Bowlin's  shoes  on  the 
193  3  machine,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  Banger  shouldn't  take  Carroll's  place 
on  right  end.
